Specifically, claims 1 and 19 recite "determining an intensity variation of data values in 
the first set of data values relative to other data values in the first set of data values to 
produce a first set of intensity variances, and determining an intensity variation of data 
values in the second set of data values relative to other data values in the second set of 
data values to produce a second set of intensity variances; and processing the first and 
second sets of intensity variance data to obtain image data of the scene containing 
depth information."
